NEW YORK, Sept. 16— (UP) — 


An increase of six cents an hour 
in wages will be offered to 
the 


200,000 to 300,000 operating em- 
ployes of the nation's railroads, ac- 
cording to the New York World- 
Telegram. 


The newspaper said there was 


some doubt whether representa- 
tives of the unions involved would 
accept the offer, which calls for 
an increase of two cents an hour 
immediately, two cents additional 
on Dec. 1 and the final two cents 
on March 1, 1938.

All Pupils 


Editor's note: The following arti- 
cle 
was 
prepared by Dr. A. D. 
Blackburn, county health commis- 
sioner. 
It explains the health pro- 
gram being conducted In the coun- 
ty schools. 


The county health commissioner 


and the county nurse are making a 
preliminary 
inspection 
of 
the 


schools. 
The sanitary conditions 


of the school buildings and grounds 
are observed and a sample of the 
drinking water is being- sent to the 
state laboratory for examination. 
All of the schools so far visited are 
in excellent condition from a sani- 
tary standpoint. 


During this visit to the schools 


the county doctor and nurse are 
looking over the children to deter- 
mine if there are any cases of com- 
municable skin disease. They are 
reporting also to the parents any 
cases of enlarged tonsils or bad 
teeth found in the children. This 
notice to the parents Is meant in 
a very kindly way and is not 
meant as a command or a request 
but merely as advice to the parent 
that the child be seen by the 
family physician or dentist. It is 
hoped that these notices will be 
kindly received by the parents. 


Paragraphs Copied 


Below 
are 
some paragraphs 


copied from a pamphlet prepared 
by the Ohio Department of Health 
entitled "Health Supervision in the 
Public Schools." 


"When school medical inspection 


was first instituted in the educa- 
tion system of our largest cities 
many parents were shocked. They 
resented the fact that their chil- 
dren who were 'perfectly well and 
sound" should need any inspection 
or examination at schqoj. 
But it 


required only a short time to prove 
that, in the schools of every city 
and rural district, there were chil- 
dren who needed medical atten- 
tion. 
These children were not 


only from the homes of the poor 
but also represented the best fam- 
ilies of the community. As aoon 
as these conditions were disclosed, 
parents viewed the matter differ- 
ently. They changed from an In- 
different or resentful attitude to 
one of whole-hearted cooperation 
and approval. 


"Individual health nas become 


as never before a matter of public 
Importance. 
No national, state, 


or local activity or duty is more 
vital than the conservation of hu- 
man life. 
Health supervision In 


the school means the conservation 
of human life. 


"Well over fifty percent of the 


school children of America have 
physical defects of more or less 
gravity and most of these could 
have been prevented or could be 
remedied. 


"There are certain conditions so 


commonly found among these chil- 
dren of school age that they have 
come to be known aa "school de- 
fects." Thej are defects of hear- 
ing and vision, teeth, tonsils and 
adenoids, anemia and malnutrition, 
and so on through a long list,

Others are in- 
cluded only in the sense that they 
show the error of omission, with 
particular reference to smaJlpox 
vaccination 
and 
diphtheria im- 


munization. 


"The first step Is to bring the 


knowledge of the situation before 
parents and to secure their ap- 
proval and cooperation. Then it 
is necessary to determine which 
children are in need of attention. 
This can be done mose efficiently 
by the arrangement for a school 
physician and a school nurse. If 
either of these Is impractical for 
a complete school term, much can 
be done by a thorough study of 
the school children once a year. 
Physicians "and dentists will assist 
health 
commissioners or school 


physicians with their services for 
such annual check-ups. 


"Careful records of these exam- 


inations must also be kept in order 
that follow-up work may be done. 
Here again the school physician 
and the^school nurse are indispens- 
able. 


Parents Should Be Told 
i 


"When the scnool learns of the 


child's defect, parents should be 
notified. 
Here, on the parents' 


shoulders' lies the responsibility 
for correction of the fault. 
It 


must be clearly understood by the 
parent that the relationship be- 
tween the family physician and 
home must not be disturbed by 
this work. 
The school physician 


or nurse merely finds the child 
with defects, steers him or her to 
the family physician, and keeps 
the records with their follow-ups. 
Only in those cases where there is 
no family physician and no money 
to procure one snould the school 
attempt to handle the actual treat- 
ment of the cnsid. 


"Why should the body be left 


outside when the child enters the 
school room? Is not the develop- 
ment of health as important as 
the development of the mind ?

small tractor, a 
combine 
cuts, 


threshes and stores in a compart- 
ment the grain, which is dumped 
into a truck for delivery to town 
for sale every two or three times 
around the field. In former years 
binders have cut the grain, which 
then was shocked and left in the 
field until a threshing outfit came 
into 
the 
neighborhood, which 


might be a week to three weeks 
or a month later. 


Sale of combines has been phe- 


nomenal, not only because they 
have aided the farmer in hurrying 
along sale of his grain, but because 
their operation requires less help, 
and because their sale is made on 
a partial payment basis. A farmer 
can buy a combine for between 
§600 and $700. The down payment 
is around ?200 and the remainder 
is spread over a year. 


Of course, not all farmers, 
or 


nearly all, buy combines. The av- 
erage is one to a neighborhood, 
roughly. The farmer who buys the 
combine cuts not merely his own 
grain, but that of his neighbors. 


bors had in getting their grain on 
the market while prices were high. 


The combines run as near 
24 


hours daily as dampness will per- 
mit. If cloudiness or wind prevents 
a dew, the machines 
are run all 


night. Usually arrangements are 
made at the town elevator for a 
man to stay up all night to weigh 
and dump the grain as the trucks 
haul it in from the farms.

pardons and parole, probation and

Bran Cookies 


Two cups washed bran, one ta-

bran and mineral oil with enough 
water to make a stiff 
dough.

Gel- 
atin is used very little because of 
high protein content. Gelatin may 
be used when agar-agar is too lax- 
ative. 


ice Cream 


One hundred fifty cc cream (30 


per cent), saccharin to taste. 


Whip cream. When moderately 


well whipped, flavor with diabetic 
vanilla and continue whipping un- 
til stiff. 
Put mixture into mold, 


pack in salt and ice and leave for 
from two to three hours.

makes a light, fluffy and quite 
bulky ice cream.

CHAPTER 8 


AT THE time of his wife's acci- 


dent Kennedy was 49, but he looked 
at least 10 years older. It was not 
a case of being worn out before his 
time by troubles and anxiety, for 
his lot had mostly fallen among 
pleasant places, and his pink, clear- 
skinned countenance was smooth 
and unlined. Those who knew him 
in his early days In the town hard- 
ly recalled him as ever being differ- 
ent: only his soft glossy hair had 
receded further from his forehead 
and become definitely gray, his gait 
and bearing had taken on a more 
sedate tempo: but his expression 
remained as ever, placid, serene, 
and a little timid. 


It seemed rather a* if Nature, 


working on a caprice of her own, 
had decided to accelerate the ex- 
ternal appearance of aging, with- 
out impairing his physical effec- 
tiveness. Strangers, supposing him 
to be over 60, would remark how 
well preserved and active he was, 
and add that his alertness and 
vigor would do credit to a, man a 
dozen years his junior. 


At the first glance he did not ap- 


pear particularly virile. There was 
a womanish look about his round 
cheeks and the rounded curve of 
his jaw, and his red mouth was 
small and delicate as a baby's. His 
soft voice, too, was pleasing as a 
really nice woman's voice is pleas- 
Ing. 
Nevertheless, women were 


generally attracted to him. His 
approach to them was modest, but 
not bashful. They sensed a kinship 
and an understanding of their sex. 


He was more than a bit of a 


dandy. He wore his clothes with 
a casual elegance that seemed in- 
born: whatever the weather or the 
occasion they were just right. Van- 
ity peeped out here and there. His 
ties, socks and silk handkerchiefs 
were always perfectly matched. 
Bis shoes were always polished to 
a dazzling luster, and he would go 
a considerable distance out of his 
way to avoid a risk of marring 
their beauty. Every week he drove 
11 miles to his barber in Bradstock 
WeHs. Neither of the local men 
came up to the standard he ex- 
acted, and in any case could not 
provide a manicure. 


He was very fond of his hands, 


which were small and plump but 
with strong, delicate fingers; they 
never became moist, even in the 
hottest weather. 
His silky gray 


mustache was another point of 
pride with him. He wore it in two 
downward sweeps, noticeably long- 
er than was the common fashion of 
the time. It was one of the things 
that made him look o'der than his 
years, but he did not realize this. 


Though he had never been in Ire- 


land, Tim's ancestry was Irish, and 
his manner had all the diffident 
charm and desfre to please charac- 
teristic of that people. In conver- 
sation he rarely obtruded an opin- 
ion, but he was quick to apprehend 
the opinions of others, and to draw 
them out. There was no Insincer-

Within him 
glimmered a white flame of pure 
egotism that nothing could extin- 
guish. 


Materially his egotism showed 
partly in his vanity, but more 
notably in a quiet obstinate skill in 
getting his way in all things, great 
and small alike. It was his happy 
talent never to have to make him- 
self unpleasant in enforcing his 


His mustache was another point of pride with him. 


own will. His domestic character 
was as urbane as his social one. 
He was never importunate, never 
angry, never upset. 


On matters affecting his imme- 


diate desires he was indifferent to 
arguments, Impervious to snubs, 
and impossible to w i t h s t a n d . 
"Please do this little thing for me," 
he would say, by voice or expres- 
sion, and in the end you would 
come to think that you were in the 
wrong, that you had been ungentle 
and unaccommodating. 
He would 


accept your surrender with gra- 
ciousness and tact. You could not 
help liking him. 


At the time under consideration 


Tim had been established for 23 
years (with an interval for war 
service) as a dentist at the small 
town of West Shilston, situated in 
the high country toward the north- 
eastern part of Sussex. 


West Shilston has acquired some 


importance as being the only set- 
tlement of any size on the main 
road from London to Westbourne, 
between which It is almost exactly 
halfway. The development of mo- 
tor traffic has brought it a rapid 
growth along lines impossible to 
justify esthetically. Bastard Tu- 
dor villas and asbestos bungalows 
have proliferated liberally on and 
off the main road, and in the course 
of 20 years the population has 
risen from 5,000 odd to 
8,OpO. 


Nevertheless, the town retains a 
modest comeliness and decent dig- 
nity at its heart; and its two main 
streets, which are part of the West- 
bourne road and form, a right 
angle, afford in their broad and 
quietly casual style «. faint remi- 
niscence of coaching days. 


The people are mainly of the 


middle class; pensioners of all 
grades find it a convenient place 
for retirement, and there is a 
strong enough element of gentry 
to compose some sort of local so- 
ciety. But the increasingly easy 
accessibility of London is weaken- 
ing the hold of the latter class: it 
is becoming ever more urbanized, 
and, dividing its interests between 
West Shilston and the metropolis, 
no longer retains sufficient concen- 
tration to impose effectively its will 
and its standards upon the com- 
munity.

London dental clinic, Tim Kennedy 
came to this place—a slight, pleas- 
ant-looking but i n c o n s p i c u o u s 
young man whose arrival made no 
sort of a stir In the town. He put 
up his plate in the High street, 
where he occupied three rooms on 
the top floor over a florist's shop. 


The front one, of fair size, he mad« 
into hia surgery; the two at th« 
back considerably smaller, became 
respectively a waiting room and 
his dining, sleeping, and living 
room.

downstairs gave him a little serv- 
ice, but he performed most of hi* 
simple domestic arrangements him- 
self. 
He had no clerk or maid, 
Patients were encouraged to climb 
his separate stairway without ring- 
ing the outside bell, and he himself 
would open the upstairs front door 
which he had built in. 


He was poor in these early 
years. 
He had settled at; West 


Shilston for a variety of reasons— 
a fancy for the place conceived on 
a cycling tour during a dental col- 
lege vacation, a sense that ths 
town was likely to grow, a belief 
that the high air would benefit a 
slight pulmonary trouble from 
which he then believed himself to 
be suffering. 


For the first few years patients 


came along slowly. Mostly they 
were of the working or small shop- 
keeping class: he made little or no 
progress with the upper bour- 
geoisie and gentry. On this mora 
lucrative sort of patient—or rather 
on those who did not get their teeth 
seen to hi London—his rivals had 
a firm grip. Jameson, the Scots- 
man, had been in the town for 
nearly 40 years, and for those with 
a fancy for more up-to-date clinical 
methods, there were the partners, 
Taylor and Evans, lusty, bold-faced 
young men, great cricketers, golf- 
ers and tennis players, very much 
about with the younger sotr 


Nevertheless, Kennedy's practice 


ahowed a steady, if not spectacular 
growth, and it was noted that he 
kept his patients. For he was a 
good dentist, slow but sure in diag- 
nosis, firm and decisive hi action. 
His strong, delicate fingers were of 
great service to him. He was infi- 
nitely painstaking, his fillings never 
came out, and he never extracted a. 
tooth he saw any chance of sav- 
ing. He had a sensitive perception 
about pain, would go to unlimited 
trouble to avoid inflicting it, and 
was not afraid of using drugs. 


He was his own dental mechanic, 


and showed the same technical dex- 
terity and thoroughness over the 
manufacture and fitting of den- 
tures as he did with his work on 
living teeth. 
Also, he started the 


custom—hitherto unknown in West 
Shilston—of periodically scraping 
his patients' teeth and cleaning 
their dentures on his own Initia- 
tive, without making any charge.

Dewey's place in this political 


mess is easily explained. He is the 
Fusionist candidate for district at- 
torney of New York county that 
portion of the city which all the 
world calls Manhattan Island. The 
district attorneyship, since time 
immemorial, has been held by a 
Tammany man. 
With his power 


to quash indictments, to bring to 
trial the defendants whom Tam- 
many does not protect, the Man- 
hattan district attorney occupies, 
as far as Tammany is concerned, 
the most vital political position in 
Greater New York City.

Dewey became acting district at- 
torney on the recommendation of 
the local federal judges. Because 
he was a professed Republican, 
Dewey had to make way for a 
Democrat 
after the Democrats 


gained power In 1933, but he left 
behind him the beginnings of na- 


tional prominence with hi* suc- 
cessful prosecution of the notor- 
ious gangster, Waxey Gordon, for 
income tax evasion. 


In 1935, when a New York grand 


jury refused to countenance the 
stalling tactica of a Tammany 
prosecutor in iU investigation of 
organized racketeering, it called 
upon Gov. Herbert Lehman to ap- 
point a special prosecutor to do 
something with its mass of evi- 
dence.

Dewey 
before accepting,

(2) freedom from all political in- 
terference, and (3) a free hand in 
choosing his staff. 
Dewey went 


slowly. 
He opened his drive by 


making a radio talk to the people 
of New York, giving his program 
and requesting help from victims 
of racketeering. He was aston- 
ished when not one victim came 
forward. 
He learned the answer 


quickly. It was a single word— 
terror! 


Immediately Dewey moved his 


offices away 
from 
the regular 


court building with its Tammany 
spies to the tower of a downtown 
skyscraper, whose many entrances 
and private elevators would assure 
a degree of protection to Dewey's 
witnesses. A brilliant staff of 20 


assistants, of investigators, and of 
accountants, talked with hundreds 
of 
victims, 
pored over 100,000 


bankbook entries, checked 100,000 
telephone calls. 
Organized rack- 


eteering in New York alone, De- 
wey said, was a 200-million dollar 
business. 
It could and did fight 


back. Thorough preparation was 
needed to attack it. 


Achievement a 


Whereupon in succession Dewey 


smashed the money lending, res- 
taurant, food, trucking, baking, 
vice, live poultry, policy and build- 
ing rackets. The American public 
learned for the first time that 
racketeering 
could 
be 
halted. 


Dewey's relentless crusade paved 
the way for similar drives in other 
cities. These, Dewey believes, are 
equally vital, for he asserts that a 
gigantic single group controls most 
of the rackets throughout the na- 
tion. 


What the future holds for this 


young fighter against vice is an 
unknown element, but Dewey's 
supporters believe he will go far.

into Spain was increasing steadily, 
and had been since August 15.

Chinese troops proudly displayed 


a bullet-scarred flag of the Ris- 
ing Sun which they said they had 
taken from the 22nd Japanese bri- 
gade in the recapture of Lotien 
after 24 hours of fighting. 


The Japanese troops traditional- 


ly regard a regimental flag as al- 
most sacred because it has been 
presented by the emperor. Posses- 
sion by the Chinese of such an em- 
blem would indicate that the last 
Japanese soldier - had been slain 
on the battle field. 


A Chinese spokesman explained 


the capture of Lotien. He said it 
occurred when Japanese tanks and 
cavalry, backed by artillery, at- 
tempted an eastward thrust from 
Lotien. The Chinese executed a 
half-right turn and attacked the 
Japanese right flank, while other 
Chinese troops attacked the left 
flank, catching the Japanese on 
three sides. 


Other Chinese went over the top 


in the center, battered their way 
through the trenches, smashed the : 
Japanese rear guard and entered 
Lotien. 


The Japanese defenders, trapped 


in the city, clustered around the 
regimental colors in a last stand. 
They tried a bayonet attack when 
the Chinese closed in. 


The Chinese brought their big 


swords into action and finished off 
the remaining Japanese on the 
streets of the war-torn village.
